Gladioli growers are fighting a 


beetle known as Gladiolus thrips. 
Northern Ohio in particularly is 
infested with it. 


Fruit growers are fighting the 


coddling moth and the Oriental 
fruit moth. , The former makes 
apples "wormy." 


The.chinch bug and the army 


worm are other pests causing 
more than ordinary damage. 


The drouth of last year may 


have had something to do with 
this year's heavy infestation of in- 
sects, fiouser believes. They at- 
tacked weakened plants and trees 
and increased in numbers for their 
more intensive invasion this year. 


.Dr. Houser, while not inclined 


to be pessimistic, said that in- 
sects had made a decided gain in 
the last year, and that a corres- 
ponding Increase for several sea- 
sons would seriously menace the 
nation's food supply.
